They defpifed the plain but 
ufeful armour of their brave anceftors, and adorned 
themfelves before battle with gold and jewels. Thefe 
ferved only to convince the rough Grecians of their 
Jofs of the manly feelings, and to urge them more 
gorcibly, to an irrefiftible and gainful attack. 


Tue troops of Zebuzlun not only pofteffed “ all infiru- 
ments of war, but they knew how to ufe them to the 
beft advantage. They were {killed in the various 
branches of military difcipline. They, marched in 
yegular array, and “ could keep rank? in the field. 
‘They felt the importance of order and uniformity 
in their movements, and of attacking or maintaining 
the fhock of an enemy, with a fteady, unbroken front: 
Kach foldier carefully kept the ftation affigned him, 
and marched, or countermarched, charged, or retreats 
ed, with a firm and regular itep, according to the 
word of command.
